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1 . Claims 1-14 and 16-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Firstly, within claims 1 and 10, within the definition of B, the "and" before "urea groups" 
should be "or". 

Secondly, within claim 22, the "and" should be "or". 

Thirdly, within claim 14, it is unclear what constitutes "a corresponding oxetane group". 

Fourthly, within claim 24, the language, "the first compound", lacks antecedence. 

Lastly, within claim 10, the meaning of the language, "either 4-ethyl-l- 
(ethoxycarbonylmethyl)2,6,7-trioxabicyclo[2.2.2]octane or", is not understood. It is unclear how 
the language is to relate to the claim.
